TRADING AT CHICAGO.

Provisions Were Active, Pork and Itlbs
Closing 40c Higher.

CHICAGO. Aug. 5. There was a grand
swing to all u arkcts on the Chicago Board
of Trade to-da- y. The bears pressed the
selling early and forced prices down in all
grain pits. When everything on the iloor
was oversold, the trade got some good bull
news in wheat which alarmed the shorts
and started speculative buying. Wheat
got such a rally that all other markets fol-

lowed. Following a bad break the first
hour, when the lowest prices of this
remarkable year were made in several
options, there was a strong recovery,
which closed everything on the floor
above yesterday's figures. The volume of
business was double of any day for two
weeks. Wheat broke from CO'c to 590
for September, with the rally to C0rl4C0"o
just at the close. This was all the more ble

as Liverpool cables were the
sickest of tho Beason, quoting spot wheat
2d lower. But exports of wheat and Hour
for the day reached SC5.000 bushels, and
local money conditions were improved.
This started Vhe shorts, and they bought
furiously in the last hour. Corn touched
Cti'ac for September, on the break, and ral-
lied to37o. Pork and ribs closed 40o over
last night. Lard is unchanged.

Wheat at the opening was about 0
higher than yesterday's closing, und prices
further advanced O'.i, and then bezau to
ease up, and prices doclined 1,8'21imc for
September, and lo for December, became
stronger and advanced Pslc for Sep-
tember and lU'Slsc lor December, held
firmly, and tho closing was about Vo
hi'sheffor September and 5ic higher for
December. The early 6how of strength
was due to the fact that a prominent stock
house in New York, which it was supposed
yesterday would fall, had made satisfac-
tory arrangements and did nut suspend.
But the advance brought about rather free
speculative offerings, considered by many
traders as a raid on the market to en-
able shorts to cover, and this caused
the decline, assisted, no doubt, by tho dis-
couraging market advices from abroad.
Cables were "bearish." especially those
trom Liverpool. Becrbohm said ibat the
trade m England had sutlered some de-
pression, owing to the large supplies from
America. At the same time the English
wheat crop is reported to be tho poorest
since 1S70. There was very good demand
at tho decline. Some parties were looking
for a rather "bullish" statement of the
Vienna Congress, and it was believed that
the vote on the silver bill Monday will help
the market some. Local receipts continue
small.

Industrial Aflairs Are Taxing on
Blacker Aspect Than Ever.

llills Continue to Close Down and the $32,- -
000,000 in Gold Received in August Has

Vanished as it Into the Air.

New Yorit, Aug. 25. R. G. Dun &. Co.'s
weekly roview of trade says: The im-
provement observed last week has become
much moro distinct and general. Many
disasters have been avoided by a more
general pooling of resources and a creator
spirit of mutual helpfulness and forbear-
ance. One largo stook failuro for several
millions was thus prevented in Wall street
on Thursday. Money on call is mpre abun-
dant, but there is little relief as 'respects
mercantile accommodations. Thoditiiculty
of collections and the interruption of ex-

changes are nearly as serious as ever. 7

The number of industrial establishments
resuming begins to compare fairly with
the number stopping work Many resump-
tions only sho w that the stoppage was real-
ly temporary, or that wage controversies
have been settled. . Of twenty esumptions

reported in the iron
industry most are of this charaoter,
while three failures and thirteen other
stoppages are reported, besides seven cases
of reduction in force or in time. The
feature cf tho week in this branch has been
the reduction of wages for many thousand
hands. A littlo better demand appears for
some products, such as wire nails and
barbed wire, of which important producers
have been idle for nearly two months, but
in general the consumption has so far de-
creased that Southern furnaces are offering
pig iron at very low ligures hero and stand-
ard makers in Pennsylvania are contem-
plating a reduction in price. The weekly
output of Connellsvillo coke was 37.5S5
tons, 12.711 ovens being idle and
onlv 4.022 in operation. Numerous can

Mediations of orders have depressed lake
copper to 04c, nearly tho lowest price on
record. The shipments of boots and shoes
irom Boston show a decrease, compared
with last year, of 30 per ceLt. on tho week,
and countermands still offset new orders at
the East.
